REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not suggest or disclose the claimed c ombination of method steps or 
apparatus elements, most particularly: 

as per independent method claim 13, the claimed "maintaining a database of 
information relating to performance and maintenance of the snow removal 
equipment. ..and diagnosing malfunctions of the snow removal equipment by enabling 
the analysis module to compare the real time operating data obtained with performance 
and maintenance information stored in the database concerning the operational 
condition of the snow removal equipment"; and, 

as per independent method claim 17, the claimed "obtaining operating data and 
usage data for the snow removal equipment, the usage data including operating data 
regarding the operational state of components of the snow removal equipment and 
further data indicative of times of occurrences of at least one of excessive pressure and 
force; and correlating the operating data with the further data to determine whether the 
snow removal equipment has been misused"; and, 

as per independent apparatus claim 24, the claimed "overload condition 
monitor... for providing usage data, including data indicative of load and impact forces 
applied to the snow plow and operational time for the snow plow... and an analysis 
module.. .for receiving the real time data and the usage data... including comparing the 
real time data with reference data, to determine if the snow plow has been misused"; 
and finally, 
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as per independent apparatus claim 28, the claimed "analysis module... for 
receiving and analyzing the snow plow operating data, and the usage data indicative of 
the application of an excessive pressure condition in a hydraulic system of the snow 
plow or a load or impact force on the snow plow, the analysis module correlating the 
usage data with stored reference data to determine if the snow plow has been 
misused."
